Report of the School Board 


The following report is respectfully submitted : 


FLORENCE KE. SMITH, of

Your school board have endeavored to hire competent 
and trustworthy teachers, those who did not labor simply for 
the compensation derived therefrom, but for the best good of 
the pupils under their instruction. This is one of the 
fruitful sources of a good school. We think on the whole 
the teachers have been well qualified. Something more is 
needed beside literary attainments; an interest for the 
profession, ability to govern, and adaptation for work, are 
all equally essential. 

The influences outside the schoolroom have much to 
do with the success or failure of a school. The task of the 
teacher is difficult even when sustained and encouraged by 
the wisest counsel. Parents, teachers, and scholars must 
work together in harmony. Have we as parents and citi- 
zens encouraged both teacher and scholar by visiting 
the school? . 

We would ask the parents to take deeper interest in 
the welfare and training of your children. The school 
board ask your cooperation and counsel. The teachers 
also need your encouragement. The children need your 
help. 

The school board thought advisable to change the 
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geography and have adopted Morton’s in place of Frye’s, 
as we believe the change will better meet the present 
requirements of the scholars. 

At the close of the fall term all the school text-books 
were collected, a suitable book case, especially for these 
books, was placed in the basement of the Gordon-Nash 
Library. The books are now relabeled and numbered. 
Each scholar will be charged with title and number of 
the book whenever taken, and will be held responsible for 
the careful usage and return of the book. We have found 
in collecting in these text-books, that many books have 
been shamefully used, and that many have been lost or 
stolen. These books are furnished at the expense of the 
town, and it is for the interest of parents, guardians, and 
especially taxpayers, that these requisites we have sug- 
gested in regard to care of books, be strictly encouraged, 
and your school board will endeavor to see that, so far as 
possible, our text-books shall be better preserved in the 
future.
